"Railroads as National Interest Should 


Be Regulated Nationally. 


Jn the last two years of astonishing 
prosperity capital has been so abun- 
dant in the United States that, besides 
financing a hinge expansion of our 
own manufacturing and trading plant, 
we have loaned two billion dollars 

broad. But in these two years the 
ailroads of the United States have 
issued hardly any stock for new capi 
tal, They have given mortgage bonds 
for whatever new capital they have 
absorbed. And in these two years, 
with our industrial plant growing fike 
Jonal’s gourd, the railroads have 
built hardly any new mileage. The 
transportation plant, so vital to every 
farm of business, has been pretty 
nearly at a standstill. 

Every day brings forth fresh evi- 
dence that the transportation plant is 
decidedly inadequate. “Worst car 
shortage in recent history!” reads a 
headline of yesterday, Terminals are 
some years behind the demands made 
upon them almost the whole country 
over, 

Inadequacy of tke transportation 
plant and Capital’s reluctance to in- 
vest itself in railroad stock raise some 
serious questions in which is involved 
the subject of State and Federal 
regulation. 

State railroad commissioners are 
pretty generally embattled to retain 
the present system of dual regulation 
of railroads, and even to extend the 
present authority of the states over 
national carriers. They want the -de- 
cisions of the Supreme Court in the 
Shreveport case—which virtually af- 
firmed the power of Congress to regu- 
late interestate business—amended by 
legislation that would give the state 

uplete coutrol of railroad business 
within its borders, irrespective of how 
that control might react upon inter- 
state railroad business. 

Instead of extending the authority 
of states over railroad business, Con- 
gress should exercise its admitted 
power to limit state control within 
narrow bounds,

Cooks and Waiters. 


One of the most interesting of th 
educational establishments within the 
Southern Pacife organization is the 
practical training school for dining cat 
cooks, waiters and stewards main- 
tained by the Company at its Oakland 
and Los Angeles commissartes and 
which was established by Allan Pol- 
tok, superintendent of hotels, dining 
ars and restaurants. . 

The modern dining car is a concrete 
mple of doing big things in little 
space, and the passenger who eats his 
meals three times a day, with every- 
thing spick and span and as well 
cooked as he could hope to find at 
any hotel “on land,” probably gives 
little thought to the system which 
makes dining on a train possible, Your 
hotel chef has unlimited assistants 
and usually very extensive kitchens, 
pantries and storerooms wherein to 
work. But it is different on a train. 
DINING CAR SPACE 

The average dining car is about 
sixty-five or seventy feet long and the 
kitchen and pantry occupy about one- 
eighth of this space, the remainder be- 
ing taken up by the dining room and 
steward’s cupboard. In the narrow 
space reserved for the kitchen and 
pantry—about two-thirds the width of 
the car-~must be found room for the 
range, the refrigerator and the pantry 
and storage for linen, glassware, and 
such vegetables as de not require ice. 
Three and four men do the cooking 
and dish-washing. So narrow is the 
space leading to the kitchen that only 
one waiter with a loaded tray can pass 
at atime. Yet there are three and 
four waiters to a car, and they serve 
as high as two hundred people at a 
meal, 

The matter of storing such large 
quantities of provisions before their 
preparation is in itself a problem, 

It is to prepare men for its dining 
service that the Southern Pacific main- 
tains its commissary schools. Here all 
applicants for positions as steward, 


cook and waiter must pass through a 


rigid training, There are as many as 
filty men attending the waiters’ school 
alone. Here the men learn of the 
proper table setups; the proper gar- 
nishing of meats and other dishes; the 
preparation of salads, and particularly 
the correct way of approaching guests 
at the table, Every move must be in 
the right direction before any of these 
men are allowed to go into the regular 
service and even after that they are 
under the watchful eye of the steward 
and special inspectors. In the general 
kitchen at -the cammissary and in 
charge of the kitchens is the head 
chef, Louis Doriel, who travels from

NGER tells of the following incident that happened recently at 
versity Avenue station in Berkeley: . 
“A westbound train had stopped to allow its passengers to alight. 
An eastbound train approached at about the same time. It was after dark. 
Following the rules, the eastbound train came to a stop before reaching the 
station and was waiting for the other to pull out. After the westbound train 
had started and as the last car was just about clearing the station, a passen- 
ger, apparently having changed his mind about his destination, dashed out on 
the platform. He had a suitcase in his hand. He ran down the steps and 
put one foot out. for the ground. The momentum of the train turned him 
completely around, the weight of his body throwing his limbs under the 
steps and in front of the wheels. 

“Chere he dangted, unable to lift himself to safety, one hand clutching 
the hand-iron and the other holding his suitcase. Fireman Martin Fairfield 
of the eastbound ‘train, who was on the side where the accident.seemed im- 
tainent, saw the man's danger in the glare of the headlight. He cried out to 

_ his engineer, who was W. C. Mark, and Mark gave the emergency signal— 
one-sbort blast of the whistle—calling the attention of Engineer C. Water- 
tan of the passing train. Waterman immediately set the brakes. His train 
stopped and the passenger, exhausted but safe, fell to the ground and fainted.” 


HIS is typical of the many cases where watchfulness of Company em- 

i ployes has prevented fatalities, and the enginemen concerned showed 

‘ themselves to be alert and on the job. For there are three things, 

looking at the prevention of the accident from a railroad operating view- 
point, that stand out prominently, 

First the crew of the eastbound train, seeing the other train at the station, 


stopped before reaching the platiorm. Had the eastbound continued, the man | T: 


would undoubtedly have been Killed. Second, the fireman of the eastbound 
Arata, instead of being indifferent at his Post, was on the lookout and had his 
wits about him. He saw the passenger's danger and Promptly notified his 
engineer, Third, both engineers were ready, the one to give the emergency 
call—apply brakes—and the other to act on it, These three factors com- 
bined to save a human life.

RACTICAL questions in determining railroad rates are to see that the 

rates allawed should be sufficient to secure to the public first-class, 

permanent and continuous service, so that if any new money is needed 
iw improve the road or extend its lines, it can be obtained upon the credit of 
the company owning the same, and whose income justifies the investor in 
pitting bis money into the road because of the fair returns he will receive by 
way of dividends. 3 

This practical question seems to be lost sight of not only by the railroad 
commissions of the country but by the attorneys of the railroads as well, 
‘The railroad commissions are constantly endeavoring by refinements of 
atgument to show how far they may go in reducing rates. 

The theory of depreciation seems to have been invented to justify de- 
efeascs in cates and loses sight of the question which concerns the interest of 
the public as much as the interest of the companies furnishing the service, 
and that is that the companies should be allowed such rates as will enable 
them to continue their plant in first-class shape and give first-class service! 
aud enable them to get new moncy upon their credit if extensions and im- 
provements of the roads are required. Any scheme of regulation which re-/ 
sults in giving less than these rates will deny to the railroads a sufficient or | 
aftequate return as above stated, and it is manifest that such a scheme of} 
regulation must break down,

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Economy in Use of Fuel Discussed at 
so Meetings on Divisions. 

‘A mesting held at Tracy oa Febra- 
ary 12, 1917, for the discussion of 
economy in the tse of fuel ofl, was at- 
tended by Superintendent Ketcham 
“and staff, anda large number of en- 
ginéérs and firemen. A number of 
trainmen were also’ present. 

Mr, Parker, road foreman of en- 
gines, was chairman and opened the 
meeting swith the following remarks: 

“Pnotice that the price of fuel oit

{o make a thorough study of the present system of public control; to deter~ 

teine, whether by changes in the organization of the Interstate Commerce 

Commission, greater concentration of authority in the Commission,or by 

other means, i¢ would not be possible to manage more effectively the details 

of reguiation and put on a more certain and satisfactory basis the business 

of transportation. The committee was also directed to inquire into the ad- 
visability of government ownership, 

Two very important suggestions have been advanced by the representa- 
tives of the railways. They have advised that the companies: be re-incor~ 
ported under Federal charters; that.the task of regulation be .taken .over 
completely by the Federal Government, that they may be freed. from .the 
costly and often conflicting supervisions of various states. They have also. 
suggested that the functions of the Interstate Board be divided, making the 
present board a strictly judicial body and establishing a new. body to:be 
charged with investigation of complaints and the prosecutions of actions. 
Their argument on-this score is-that the functions of prosecutor and judge 
should not be merged with one group.of men. 


ONFESSEDLY, the Interstate Commerce Commission. isa: greatly 

overworked body. Dealing with all the matters that come. before it 

is obviously beyond the physical capacity of seven men, even though 

the work be carried on by subdivision to the extreme extent that the work 

of investigators be delegated largely to subordinates. Unquestionably, some 

means of strengthening the Commission or of relieving it of some of the 

, work must be found. And this appears to rest in the institutionsof subordi- 

nate regional boards to have jurisdiction over sections of the country, with 
the present board to be the supreme court of the system. 

Tavolved in the proposal for exclusive Federal supervision is the question 
of public supervision over the issues of stocks, bonds and other obligations. 
A number of the states now require that such issues shall be approved by 
the state commissions, but the same propositions, when submitted:to the au- 
thorities of the different states, is approved by some and rejected by others, 
or, in Some cases even, made subject to varying conditions...

Mostifires-are preventable. ~. 

“Examination of statistics shows that 
fover50 "per cent’ of: fires are ducto 
“carelessness, and many fire losses are 
traceable to personal indifference, 
which is but another: name for care- 
‘Jessness. ‘fheréfore we must start 
avith the factor of individual respon- 
sibility. If this is accepted, and the 
matter of indifference and carelessness 
eliminated, we would find that a large 
-portion of fire waste might be avoided. 

Railroad operation -means a. con- 
tinued ‘service.” Whatever: interrupts 
that service causes a loss.to the public 
as. well as the railroad. Therefore a 
“fire which destroys material needed 
for the voperation of trains ‘and: the 
convenience of passengers has-a very 
serious effect. 

An awakening ‘to the matter_of in- 
dividual care and responsibility will 
prevent: loss, avoid uscless waste of 
property, interruption of operations, 
and Joss of employment.

Once this corporation might have replied to an inquiry ‘from -a patron] 
much like the average business letter. The correspondence would have taken 
the cold and meaningless formula, beginning: “Your valued favor of the 
thirteenth inst. at hand and contents duly noted,” and would ‘have proceeded 
along the line with which we are familiar enough. ’ 

The man who receives that letter, with all its stock phrases and vague 
expressions, gets from it no indication that the sender holds for ‘him any. 
personal regard. . 

Suppose, however, he gets.a letter something like this: 
“Dear Sirt 

“The rate for which you ask in your letter of March 15th between San 
Francisco and Los Angeles is sixty cents per hundred pounds, etc., ete, i 

“Is.there any other information you would like?. Our agent, Mr. John 
Jones, is located close to you and will be glad to assist you any time you 
telephone him. 


T HINK clearly, speak simply, and write as naturally as you would talk” : 


“Yours for service,

FIRE PROTECTION AN SNOW-SHED DISTRICT 
The problem of properly protecting 
the wooden snow sheds located in a 
heavily timbered section, where the 
cainp-fires of sheepmen and cattlemen 
as well. as hunters and campers in 
general, cause frequent brush and for- 
est fires, “has been very thoroughly 
covered... Special rules provide for 
the careful use of fusees, and no brush 
or combustible material is permitted 
‘close to the-sheds.” > 
For. the actual extinguishing of 
fires, four fully-equipped: fire trains, 
cach consisting of a locomotive and 
two water cars, are maintained. These 
trains are fully manned and always 
ready for. an ‘alarm. : 
Due: torthe mountainous country, 
the problem of detecting fires quickly 
js.a difficult one. - Two separate alarm 
systems-are maintained.’. One of these 
js a central office system, with office 
located in a-reinforced concrete build- 
ing at Summit station, with boxes at 
each ‘mile-post . through the. sheds. 
These‘boxes are used as a watchman’s 
detector system as well as for sending

OBSERVATORY TO DETECT FIRES

above: sea-level and about 2000 feet 
above the sheds-at the nearest point.

$757,000,000, an increase of $131; 000; 
000. The net operating revenue, not 
incliding taxes or: hire ‘of equipment 
or rental of joint facilitiés; iv-1910 was 
$42,439,579; in 1916 it was $42,581,597. 
‘This means that, with an increase of 
$131,000,000 in -the property invest-| 
ment from 1910 to 1916, the net oper- 
ating revenue remained stationary. But 
the taxes increased from $3, 437, 600 in 
1910 to $4,999,000 in 1916,-an‘increase 
of over.a'million and a half. 

“The Pacific System saved some- 
thing in the ‘hire. of equipment 
and joint facilities, which “in 1910 
amounted to $812,000; in 1916 it 
amounted to $597,000. ; 

“The result is that the net operating: 
income, “after payment -of these 
charges, taxes and so forth, amounted 
in 1910, to something over $38,000, 000; 
in 1916 it amounted to something a 
Hittle less than $37,000,000. 

“The present substantial increases 
in the revenues of some of the roads, 
as -compared -with previous periods, 
attract popular‘ attention “because -of 
the fact that they compare -with -years 
thet were notoriously slack business 
and years in which -the. credit. of ‘the 
railroads was really in jeopardy.”

“At this time.the returns do not re- 
flect the ‘condition in which -we are

Railroads’ ‘War, Board ‘Asks Co-opera- 
tion of ‘State .Commissions. ~~” 


‘The ‘Railroads’ War Board:has | ad-| 
dressed a pica to public service com- 
missions, ‘and ail state, county and 
municipal authorities throughout” the 
United States “urging .co- operation 
with the railroads ina suspension dur- 
ing the period of the war of all ef- 
forts not designed to help directly in 
winning the war. These specific sug- 
gestions which the Railroads’ .War 
Board makes to ‘all such’ authorities 
are embodied in a letter forwarded by 
Chairman Fairfax Harrison; In that 
letter Mr. Harrison says: 

“The present emergency -has -im- 
posed upon the railroads a very un- 
usual strain in transporting men, food; 
coal, munitions and materials in aug- 
mented quantity.. This burden, while 
cheerfully undertaken, requires every 
ounce of energy, every unit of rolling 
stock, every dollar of capital, every bit 
of supplies of coal which the railroads 
can command, 

“Tt is the opinion of this committee 
that all efforts not designed to help 
directly in winning the war. should be 
suspended during the period of the 
war. Indeed this“ is obviously . the 
thought of President Wilson in his ap- 
peal to the country on Aprif 16, 
1917, which included the following 
statement: 

“St is evident to every thinking 
man that our industries must, be ‘made 
more prolific and more efficient ‘than 
ever, and that they must be more 
economically managed and. better 
adapted to the particular requirements 
of our task than they have been.’ 

“Therefore this committee carnestly 
recommends that during the war rail- 
roads be required ‘by the public au- 

cthoritics to make improvements and 
carry out projects involving the ex- 
penditure of money and labor only 
when they are absolutely essential for 
war -purposes or” public safety.’ The 
prevailing high interest rate on money, 
the difficulty of raisin: money in com- 
petition with the tax- ree issues of the 
Government, the excessive cost of sup- 
plies and labor, the delay in obtaining 
material, the possible blockade “of 
traffic, and the divetsion of labor all 
contribute to ‘make non-essential con- 
struction undesirable during the ‘war.

“Why Do Telegraph Operators Be- 
come Railroad Presidents?” . After 
citing a long list of Knights -of- the 
Key who have climbed the railroad 
ladder, Mr. Spillane says: 

“Every railroad dispatcher neces- 
sarily must be a telegrapher and a 
good telegrapher, Telegraphy sharp- 
ens the wits, makes a person -acute. 
A bright young man who is a teleg- 
rapher in the railroad service learns. 
more of the various branches of rail- 
roading in one ycar than a conductor, 
an engineer, a motive-power head, 
general freight agent, general passen- 
ger agent, or a car accountant does in 
five years. He is in touch with every 
branch’ of the service,. He is one of 
the impulsive forces of the organiza- 
tion. He has to think quickly and act 
quickly. He has to- know what to-do 
in case of wreck or emergency. . He 
has to know how to keep things mov- 
ing. If he does not, the raifroad suf- 
fers, and he is likely to lose his job. 
He is in- touch with everything and 
everybody connected with the opera- 
tion of the system. If-he is made of 
the right stuff, he gains recognition.

tn sending in your reports don’t use 
plank envelopes just because they are 
handy. That's not economy. Agents 
must use Form 3957 and T. B. M. 
Torm 3972. As a reminder read cir- 
culars Nos. 50, 64 and 70. 

In checking baby carriages and go- 
carts remember they are subject. to 
charge for gross. weight, minimum 
charge the same as for fifty (50) 
pounds of excess baggage. The same 
rule applies to bicycles except locally 
jn California and Arizona. Sce Rule 
3(b) and (4) in Western Baggage 
Tariff No. 3. 

Instructions on Weekly Report of 
Baggage on Hand, Form 3991, reads

Freight cars on the’ Southern -Pa- 
cific in July of this year traveled on an 
average of 48.6 miles a day. In Janu- 
ary last year they averaged only 30.5 
miles a day.

“Freight tracing is not the ‘only 
abuse. Censoring has worked ‘a ‘tem- 
porary improvement, but-any reform 
accomplished has been. swallowed -up 
in the sea of war conditions. -The 
sitnation’as shown -by review’ of :the 
country applies to this line. Orders 
and requests by wire -for preferential 
handling .of freight délays ‘the work 
and slows up the whole machinery in 
our freight yards, besides creating ad- 
ditional work. Many tracers are sent 


out ‘for ireight ‘before ‘it has had time’, 


to reach its destination on its regular 
schedule. The:volume of requests ‘for 
preferential movement, tracers and un- 
necessary messages ‘placed’ on the 
wires has the effect of delaying tele- 
grams of actual railroad ‘necessity.

‘The new “westbound transcontinen- 
tal tariff which becomes -effective on 
“March ‘15th ‘has particular significance 
cand ‘interest to the public, for it marks 
“the ‘passing, ‘temporarily.-at ‘least, of 
Pacific Coast “terminal rates,” that is;

Precautions Should Always Be Taken 
in Burning Weeds and Rubbish. 


As'the time is approaching for such 
work,.section men should be reminded 
that in disposing of grass, weeds and 
rubbish on the right-of-way, or within 
yards and station grounds, proper 
care should be exercised against fire 
communicating to right-of-way: fence, 
poles, buildings and other property, 

Section men before starting a fire 
should observe the direction and ve- 
locity of the wind and the conditions 
immediately surrounding. No fires 
should be started where or when there 
ig danger of spreading and damaging 
property, and fires should be watched 
until burned out. Under no citcum- 
stances should fires be left unguarded 
after the day’s work is completed, or 
during working hours when likely to 
spread and damage other property. 

Premises involving stations, freight 
houses, shops and like property should 
be kept free from weeds, grass or rub- 
bish liable to increase the fire hazard, 
and employes working on such prem- 
ists or in such structures are cau- 
tioned against careless use of matches, 
torches and lamps and to avoid prac- 
tices which in their nature involve 
danger,

perusal of the tabulated statement in- 
dicates that while some divisions failed 
to attain the same high percentage of 
employes ‘subscribing, they made up 
for it by the amount subscribed and 
are thus entitled to their share of com- 
mendation. For example, the Portland 
Division, with 95 per cent of its 3900; 
employes on the honor roll, attained} 
the high total of $307,600 and the Salt 
Lake Division with 3832 emyxoyes also 
got into the $300,000 class, The Shasta 
Division attained 99 per cent of em- 
ployes subscribing, 1769 men and

/ $156,100. The Stockton Division, with 
the smallest number of employes, 1513, 
came to the front by purchasing bonds 
to the extent of $114,650.

Maintaining Supply’ of Car ‘Wheels ‘on 
Systema Big ‘Task. 


How many of us: who are ‘not in- 
timately associated with this ‘branch 
of railroad activity realize what is in- 
volved in the task of maintaining the 
car and engine wheels used on the 
Company’s Pacific System? The pas- 
senger who listens to the clickity-click 
of wheel and rail may sometimes won-~ 
der how a car wheel can survive the 
wear and friction that the service en- 
tails. The expert wonders the same 
thing and gives his life to the task of 
increasing the longevity of the rail- 
road's wheels. 

George McCormick, general super- 
intendent of motive power, gives a 
good idea of the yearly consumption 
of wheels on the Pacific System by 
figures showing that during 1917 the 
Company manufactured and purchased 
a total of over 72,000 wheels. Of this 
number the Sacramento Shops of the 
Company turned out over 57,000 cast- 
iron freight car wheels and over 500 
cast-iron engine truck wheels. 

The figure of over: 72,000 wheels in- 
cludes the purchase of 8000 and the 
manufacture of 1168 cast-iron freight 
car wheels for new equipment in the 
course of construction. 

With regard to the average life of 
wheels, the purchased 30-ton cast-iron 
wheel is guaranteed against inherent 
defects for six years, and the 40- and 
50-ton wheels are guaranteed for -five 
years. The life of a wheel beyond that 
varies, The steel wheel lasts much 
longer than the cast-iron wheel but 
its life, too, is indefinite. Steel wheels 
are used under passenger train cars 
and engine trucks and tenders of road 
locomotives. Cast-iron wheels are used 
almost exclusively under freight cars. 
The things that militate against the 
life of a wheel are heavy grades ‘and 
curves, brake wear encountered - in 
descending grades and flange wear 
against the rail on curves. 

One interesting feature of wheel 
construction is that wheels are -held-on 
the axle by friction, the hub -being 
bored about 0.0045 inch smaller than 
the diameter of the axle at the wheel 
fit. The wheel is pressed on the axle 
by a hydraulic press, the pressure ‘de-| 
pending. upon the size of the wheel. 
On a cast-iron wheel the pressure ‘is 
35 to 70 tons, while for wrought=-steel 
wheels the pressure is from-45 :to 80 
tons. ’ 

This gives another example-of ‘the 
complexities of the railroad business 
and the manifold problems ‘that -are 
encountered and conquered. °

The efficient railroad employe is not concerned with conditions as they 
used to be. Confronting him today is a period which calls for all his native 
force and tact and effectiveness. Now, more than ever, the real worth of the 
individual will be tested and relied upon, 

In the past railroads have relied upon competition to develop energy and 
driving power, Competition between railroads has ceased, but the need for 
vigor and force not only remains, but is accentuated. Therefore, the spirit of 
competition within the organization must be retained though manifested and 
fostered in a different form. It is as though two or more business competitors, 
confronted by a common danger, should for the time being become’business 
partners. The energy that had been developed by competing with one another 
is .not to be lessened under the new arrangement. But as partners in a com- 
mon enterprise the individuals are looked to more than ever to display all the 
effectiveness of which they are capable. 

The spirit of emulation and healthy rivalry is more necessary now than 
ever, It begets enthusiasm and sympathy; what the French call esprit de 
corps, We see it working successfully under government encouragement and 
direction in the rivairy between cities in the Liberty Loan campaign; in the 
spirited efforts of shipyards to outdo one another; in the way each section of 
the country vies with the ‘others to display its patriotism.

Problem of Car Supply. “Necessitates 
Attention -to "Car“Loading..: 


A forecast--of :the- movement of. 
freight during-the months of June and 
July indicates that increased business 
will make ‘the question of’ car-supply 
again paramount, . 

Superintendent of Transportation R. 
L. Ruby, in pointing out the import- 
ance of heavier car leading,’ shows 
how only a slight additional amount 
ner car makes.a very substantial sav- 
ing. 

We are loading an average of 1200 
box cars per day. During the month 
of March the average tonnage loaded 
in all cars on the Pacific System was 
26.5 tons per car. On this basis, an 
increase of two tons .per car applied 
to shipments in box cars would re- 
sult in a saving of 84 cars per day, or 
2520 cars per month. An increase of 
five tons per car would result in a 
saving of 191 cars per day, or 5730 
cars per month, 


CITRUS FRUIT LOADING 


Much has been already accomplished 
in the way of’ securing more car effi- 
ciency. At the present time orange 
boxes are being loaded on end 7 rows 
across the car, 2 rows high, and 33 
rows from end-to end, or a total of 
462 boxes to the car. The old loading 
was 6 wide, 2 ‘high and 33 rows from 
end to end, or. 396 boxes to the car, 
which means a saving of one car in 
seven in the handling of citrus fruit, 
or an increase in loading capacity of 
cars when handling citrus fruit of 16% 
per cent. 

A normal crop of 49,000 cars from 
California, handled under the old basis, 
under the new. basis could be moved 
in 42,000 cars, or a saving of 7000 
refrigerator cars. 

The San Francisco Car Committee 
has recently completed arrangements 
whereby cantaloupe ‘crates will be 
shipped knocked down, that is, as 
shook instead of with heads and tails 
nailed, as in previous seasons, which 
will effect a saving of approximately 

per cent-in car space in ‘transpor- 
tation of ‘these containers.

With the approach of the green fruit 
season, requiring movement of green 
fruit into canneries, agents have been 
asked to avoid loading any ventilated 
box-car equipment off of the line, in 
order that the cars may be at hand 
when the green fruit movement com- 
mences, 

These cars are also in demand at 
the present time for local shipments 
of vegetables. 

In all matters pertaining to car load- 
ing, the rules and regulations of the 
United States Food, Administration 
should be borne in mind. These rules 
have been of considerable benefit to 
all concerned in getting heavier load- 
ing of cars. It is not incumbent upon 
the railroads to police the regulations, 
but we are required to report viola- 
tions to the Car Service Section at 
Washington, which takes the matter 
up with the Food Administration to 
have the shipper’s license revoked. 

Rule 9 of the government’s regula- 
tions has been amended to provide 
carload minimums of food commodi- 
ties as follows: 

60,000 pounds—Canned peas, meats, 
tomatoes, beans, corn, sardines, sal- 
mon; dried beans and peas, dried ap- 
ples, peaches, prunes and raisins; flour 
(wheat, barley, corn, rye and rice); 
syrup (corn, glucose, sugar, molasses), 
except in barrels or in tank cars, when 
in-barrels load to floor space capacity, 
barrels on end; corn meal, corn grits, 
hominy, oatmeal, rolied oats; corn 
Starch, except in barrels which shall 
be‘loaded to capacity in tiers'on end; 
cottonseed meal, cottonseed cake, pea- 
nut meal, peanut cake, linseed meal, 
linseed cake, rice, sugar, feeding stuffs. 

Other: Minimums—Evaporated milk 
and condensed. milk, 45,000 : pounds; 
powdered milk, 40,000 pounds; cheese, 
30,000 pounds; cured bee, cured ‘pork,

Portland Superintendent. 


Superintendent F. L, Burckhalter of 
the Portland Division, in a circular let- 
ter, calls attention to a simple means 
of promoting office efficiency: : 

“Experience has taught us,” writes 
Mr, Burekhalter, “that the expense on 
account of depreciation and upkeep 
can be reduced 50 per cent if machines 
are kept cleaned at all times. Anyone 
who is supplied with a machine is 
negligent in hig duty if he fails to 
keep such machine in clean condition 
at all times. 

“Tt is a simple matter to keep the 
dust and gum from accumulating and 
two or three minutes brushing per day 
is all that is required. 

“In times like this when factories 
are taxed to their utmost to make 
equipment for war purposes, it is more 
necessary than ever that we keep what 
equipment we have in the best condi- 
tion so that it will not have to be re- 
newed. Before any machine, whether 
owned personally or by the Company, 
is sent to the ‘San Francisco repair 
shop, it should be thoroughly cleaned.” 


Presence of Coal Dust Means Serious 
Fire Hazard. 


Coal dust collecting under station 
platforms and in bins or other recep- 
tacles presents a fire hazard that 
should be carefully guarded against. 
“The soft coal-now in use slacks on 
exposure to air and is much more sub- 
ject to spontaneous ignition than the 
harder coals heretofore used,” says 
Superintendent W. H. Whaten of the 
Los Angeles Division. 

Mr. Whalen in a circular letter has 
instructed the agents of his division 
to clean out ali places where coal is 
stored, and to remove and burn the 
coal dust. 

This is an important matter and 
agents everywhere should take every 
precaution to see that such a hazard 
is immediately removed.

Concrete-“Shooter” Is to be Used ‘by 
Company in Lining Tunnels. 


The Company has concluded success- 
ful experiments looking to the use of 
equipment for lining tunnels with con- 
crete by “shooting” the material into 
place under pneumatic pressure. The 
experiments have been made at Sacra- 
mento under the supervision of G. W. 
Rear, general bridge inspector, and 
have so far given very satisfactory re- 

/ sults. 

Assistant Chief Engineer J. Q. Bar- 
low expects to employ the new method 
when work is started soon on enlarg- 
ing and lining with concrete seventeen 
tunnels through the Tehachapi. 

The idea that has been worked out 
calis for a 250-horsepower gasoline en- 
gine mounted on a steel flat car with 
a giant air compressor. Mounted on 
another car is the pneumatic concrete 
mixer with bins for the cement, sand, 
crushed rock, etc. As soon as a batch 
of .conerete is ready to be dumped 
from the mixer, air is turned in from 
the tanks on the other car at 110- 
pounds pressure, and the mass is shot 
into a 6-inch pipe which carries it to 
the point of use somewhat like the dis- 
charge from a hydraulic dredge. The 
difference from the dredge is, of course, 
that air and not water carries the ma- 
terial through the pipe. 

The semi-liquid concrete is dis- 
charged into the arch of the tunnel 
and thence works its way down along 

the sides. When running normally, it 
is possible by this means to shoot 
about 100 cubic yards of concrete in 
ten hours. . The . mixing . platforms, 
hoists and the manual labor involved 
in‘ the former methods are obviated 
and 2 big saving in time effected. 

i The most important advantage of 
all in the new plan is secured by the 

*‘fact that the concrete-mixing plant 

vand pneumatic equipment can be oper- 
ated from a siding outside the tunnel 
without impeding traffic. 

. In conducting the experiments, a 20- 
foot section of tunnel was constructed 
on:Company property at Sacramento 
and the new process applied under the 
exact’ conditions that would be ‘en- 
countered in actual use.

The following personal letter of instructions and information ‘for - guidance of ‘Southern Pacific tratiic 


representatives has been issued over 
freight traffic manager. 


San Francisco, Cal, May 27, 1918. 

To enable employes to discuss in- 
telligently matters pertaining to oper- 
ation under government control, hay- 
ing particularly in mind the Southern 
Pacific's motto of serving the public 
pleasantly and well, some important 
subjects, interesting to shippers, the 
traveler, and the public generally, are 
herein mentioned. 

It has Leen the impression that so- 
licitation was the paramount duty of 
railroad traffic representatives, while 
as a matter of fact, keeping shippers 
and the traveling public advised as to 
the movement of shipments, arrival 
and departure of ‘trains, quotation of 
rates, and taking care of the wants and 
needs of the public generally, were a 
few of their principal functions, and, 
unless these duties were carried out 
conscientiously, solicitation would have 
been of no avail. 

Heretofore, every railroad of im- 
portance in the United States has 
maintained “off-line” agencies in large 
cities not served by their lines, sup- 
plying shippers and the traveling pub- 
lic with all possible information. 

This Company’s “off-line” agencies 
are closed; the City Freight and. Pas- 
senger up-town “on-line” offices in the 
smaller cities abolished, and the ques- 
tion is; How have these changes af- 

« fected the public? 
Heretofore, the shipper and the trav- 
eler had a representative of nearly 
every railroad in the country, while 
now. he ‘has only the home lines to 
-.appeal.to for information, assistance 
and guidance. On this Company, nat- 
-urally, falls the heavier portion of the 
burden in:this section-and the public 
will look to us not only for inform- 
‘cation concerning the Southern Pacific, 
but also such information and atten- 
tion as was given by the Foreign Line 
--representative.

ing the public the best of service, you 

and your staff are-requested to give

HIGHER RATES NECESSARY 


PNUE Director General has announced substantial increases in passenger 

and freight rates for practically ail transportation service performed by 
~~ the railroads under Federal control, including, of course, transportation 
services within the several states as well as transportation service across state 
lines. These increases are made with the approval of the President of the 
United States and become effective this month. A general summary of the 
voluminous order of the Director General appears on the first page of this 
number of The Bulletin. New tariffs will probably be in the hands of agents 
by the time The Balletin reaches its readers. 

The public was inclined to criticise the railroads for seeking an increase 
in rates, It may not take kindly to the increases now ordered by the 
Government, though it is quite clear that they are unavoidable. But .the 
point is that Southern Pacific men and women should be careful neither to 
criticise nor to be a party to thoughtless criticism, but to intelligently ex- 
plain the necessity for the Government’s action. 

it is our duty to support the Government. It is also to the interests of the 
property which the Government now controls that these increases be made. 

The ‘high cost of living has made it wise that the salaries of employes 
(at Jeast up to a given grade of salary) should be raised. The Company 

. Would have raised these salaries if it had the money with which to do it. 
The Government has now stepped in and, in the proper exercise of its 
‘authority through the Director General, has raised these salaries, making a 
very Jarge total in the cost of operation of the railroads. This could not be 
done ‘without increasing the rates of freight and passenger fares. ‘Even if 
the salaries had not been raised the freight. rates and passenger fares would 
chave to be raised in order to meet the increased and increasing operating 
expenses of the railroads, by reason of the high cost of all materials. and 
supplies, and of the wage increases heretofore granted. oi 

The ‘increase in freight rates and passenger fares was as sure to come, 
no matter who owned or controlled the railways, as any other plain fact-in 
the business life of this Nation. Railroad officials have testified to this at 
Federal and State hearings all over the land. What the Government is: doing 
now is what railroad men have themselves testified should be done,

Government’ Prosecution’ “for ‘Those 
Who Pilfer from Railroad. 


The Government has made clear its!’ 


determination to guard the money and 

“property in the hands: of thé railroad 
company with the same zeal that it 
has shown in protecting other federal 
holdings, such as funds and mail 2mat- 
ter entrusted to the Postoffice Depart- 
ment. This determination is shown in 
the fact that the Director-General has 
established a bureau to look after all 
cases of pilferage, false claims or em- 
bezzlement which now become direct 
attacks on governinent revenues. 

The Director-General’s bureau for 
the protection of railroad property and 
property entrusted to the care of za 
carrier is fully organized. The United 
States attorneys are co-operating with 
it, as are also the operating manage- 
ments of the controlied roads. 


Railroads, like the postoffice and the 


internal revenue departments, have 
large revenues which come in in small; 
amounts, Then, too, railroads are .en- 
trusted with ircight and baggage, the 
safe delivery of which is practically 
insured. 

To. steal from a railroad is just as 
bad as to steal from a postoffice. ‘To 
cheat “ad railroad is surely as wrong 

_-moraily as to cheat a branch of the 
United States Government. But, hith- 
erto, offenders in .the first case were 
dealt with only by state laws and state 
courts and -frequently’ were tried 
among those who. imew them and 
were disposed to. be lenient. 

On the other hand, the Federai Gov- 
ernment ‘has always -been known. to 
persistently follow up and reientlessly 
prosecute offenses against its laws, no 
matter how small the amount involved. 

The fact that prosecutions of those 
who tamper with material entrusted to 
the care of a railroad will be had in 
the United States court as offenses 
against the Government indicates that 
Uncle Sam‘has ‘set a very stern face 
against anything ‘that means.a lessen- 
ing or impairnient of the net operat- 
ing revenues -of .the railroads -under 
his -control, 

This will have a salutary effect in 
offsctting teniptation to the dishonest

derly arranged manner-by assigning a 


certain place .in. the ‘stamp~rack, <or 


drawer, to each particular stamp...It is 
necessary, however, in order to avoid 
errors, to also examine each stamp, 
before using it, so that wrong-stamp 
will not be automatically used if it be-. 
comes misplaced in position assigned 
to the stamp it is intended to use. 

As an example of what may happen 
when stamps are not checked -before 
use;-a recent case might be mentioned 
where, when issuing ticket for use ofa 
child passenger, an agent used “Sec- 
ond -Class” stamp. The ticket ~was 
used over a connecting -line, which 
will, as a consequence, look to this 
Company for revenue on basis of sec- 
ond-class full-fare instead of one- “half 
of the first-class fare. 

Where several stamps are .in ‘fre- 
quent use, a good plan is to keep a 
piece of paper handy in order to take 
an impression of each stamp, and thus 
check same, before applying it to the 
ticket or other document upon -which 
it. is desired to use it—Grand Trunk 
Railway Bulletin.

How ‘Agents’ May Aésist‘in Guarding 
Against Winter Congestion. 


Circular No. 66 issued -by.Mr..Hale 
Holden, regional director, under ‘date 
of July 22d, should be studied by all 
agents and is ‘here given: 

“In order to relieve transportation 
facilities of as much traffic-as possible 
next winter and to prevent a-recur- 
rence. of the congested * condition 
which existed last winter due ‘to“the 
great demands made upon the -rail- 
roads, it is desirable to conduct..an 
active campaign along the following 
lines: 

“1 Induce industries located in your 
territory to store during the present 
summer months stifficient ‘material to 
meet their needs for the coming wine 
ter. 

“2. Urge wholesale .concerns and 
distributors to persuade: their. custom- 
ers to take immediate delivery. of 
goods ordered or required. 

“3. Encourage the -use; “wherever 
possible, of additional.‘storage space 
for factory products nearest “to ‘the 
point .of iiltimate consumption. 

“4. Impress upon all’shippers-and 
receivers of freight the difficulties of 
transportation that -are likely to oc- 
cur. this coming avinter, and the neces- 
sity of preparing for. blizzards’ and 
zero weather ‘by taking . advantage, 
now of summer operating’ conditions. 

“5” -The storage of fuel-oil is of spe-

‘ Washington, D. C., August 30,1918, 
-Supplemeat No. 6 to General Order 
No. 27: 


In -General Order No. 27 and sup- 
plements ‘thercto, and in certain -mem- 
oranda of understanding creating rail- 
way boards of adjustment put ‘into 
effect by General Orders No. 13 and 
No, 29, methods have been provided 
for interpretation of wage orders issued 
by the Director General upon recom- 
mendations of such boards and the 
Division of Labor, “subject always to 
review by the Director General.” For 
the purpose of affording prompt in- 
terpretations of all wage orders issued 
by the Director General, the duties 
and authority of the Board of 
Railroad Wages and Working Condi- 
tiong are hereby ‘extended to include 
investigations and recommendations 
to the Director General of interpreta- 
tions of all such wage orders, when 
requested to do so by the director of 
the Division of Labor.‘ 

It should be understood by railroad 
omployes that it, is impracticable to 
sive interpretations on ex-parte state- 
nents to the thousands who request 
nformation as to the manner in which 
vage orders should be applied in in- 
dividual cases. Operating -officials of | 
the railroads are required to place, 
wage orders in effect fairly and equit- | 
ably, and should differences of opin- 
jon arise, necessitating a formal inter- 
pretation, the matter will be disposed 
of in the following manner: 


JOINT STATEMENT REQUIRED 


When a wage order is placed in ef- 
fect in a manner with which an cm- 
ploye, or the employe’s committee, 
disagrees, a joint statement quoting

USE DIRECT ROUTES 


Shipments will be routed in the 
manner that will produce the greatest 
efficiency. At Los Angeles, for ex- 
ample, the Southern Pacific will ac- 
cept’ San Francisco freight for its 
Valley. Line on Tuesday, Thursday 
and Saturday, while the Coast Line 


will take it on Monday, Wednesday/ 


and Friday. There will also be the 
allotment of certain points exclusively 
to one of the roads serving it. For 
example, freight from Los Angeles to 
Pasadena will all go Santa Fe. Freight 
from San Francisco to Stockton, will 
go Southern Pacific; to Merced, Santa 
Fe; to Marysville, Western Pacific; to 
points north of Santa Rosa, North- 
western Pacific, etc. 

Shipments of freight will be re- 
ceived only on forwarding days. In 
addition to the regular forwarding 
days for dead freight, there will be 
special days, as at present, for perish- 
ables, explosives and oil the same as 
heretofore. 


CIRCULAR GIVES DETAILS 


In a circular outlining the plan, 
Superintendent of Transportation R. 
L. Ruby says: 

“In making out the schedules every 
effort has been made to conform the 
Joading times to the days on which) 
freight will. be received, and at the 
game. time to avoid the necessity of 
working cars from several loading 
stations on the same day or train in 
certain districts; also to connect cars 
at-transfer points without delay to 
freight. This has not been possible 
in each case, and, after the schedules 
have been given a trial, changes may. 
be found necessary, in which case.ad- 
justments will be made. 

“Soading stations must make set- 
out cars when possible, care being 
used not to establish regular set-out 
cars where the tonnage does not equal 
16,000 pounds, The listing of a car 
between certain points does not make 
it obligatory for.cars to break or close 
at such ‘points, but-agents will be ex- 
pected ‘to use good: judgment inthe 
distribution of the tonnage .so as to 
avoid ‘rehandling and to expedite un-

LOADING WAY CARS 


“In connection with the Shipping 
Day plan, which is expected to .make 
a material reduction in cars, attention 
is called to the necessity. of following 
up the matter of unnecessary .use ‘of 
cars by way freight trains in picking 
up less than carload shipments, .Ob- 
servation indicates that in many in~ 
stances crews are picking up in the 
most convenient cars, having no sys~ 
tematic arrangement for reducing the 
number of cars used. Reports trom 
agents at transfer points should-show 
the numbers of cars and trains. by 
which received which are apparently 
too lightly loaded, or which it would 
appear possible to have consolidated 
in picking up. : 

“The Shipping Day plan, as well as 
the loading of way cars-by train ‘crews 
and others, will be watched with great 
interest, and no effort must-be- spared 
to make it the success.it should be.

ITHOUT transportation the war cannot be won. 
lt reminds ‘one 


railroad men, trausportation cannot be turnished. 
of the old saw: 


For lack of a nail a-shoe was lost, 

For lack of a shoe a horse was lost, 

For lach of a horse a leader was lost, 

For lack of a leader a battle was lost, 
Through toss of a battle a nation was lost, 
And all for the lack of a nail, 


This may help us to understand why every trained railroad. man these 
days is expected to obey the injunction of his Government “to stick to his job.” 

The sacred privilege of becoming an American soldier is the natural 
ambition of all of us. But some oue has to operate the railroads in order that 
the soldier is safely and swiftly transported. A shortage ‘of trained railroad 
men would mean delay in transporting soldiers, and speed, speed, speed is the 
watchword of the hour. Every time a man quits his job to take another the 
nation loses the time that is required for him to familiarize himself with ‘his 
new duties, and it loses the time that is required to train a man to take. the 
old job. 

The War Industries Board has made the situation plain. There are six 
basic elements of industry. One of these is Transportation. The others are: 
Material, Facilities, Fuel, Labor and Capital. They are essential to ‘the 
conduct of the war, In other words, we, as railroad men, are essential to 
the-conduct of the war. Weare a finished product ready for use so long -as 
we stay in .tfansportation service. When we leave it, we are more or less 
raw matérial which it takes time and training to make available. 

The Director General himself has said recently: “Our gallant sons who 
are fighting in France and on the high seas cannot be adequately supported 
unless the railroads supply sufficient transportation for the movement -of 
troops and raw materials and to keep the war industries of the Nation going 

‘without interruption.” 

It matters not whether the man who fills an essential position in ‘the raif- 
road service wields a pen or a pick, for we have seen what the loss-of even 
a nail did to-a nation., If he is an essential man in an essential industry -his 
paramount duty is to’stick to his job. 


N all-of this we are referring primarily to the man who may-be inclined 
“¥ “to jump from one job to another, satisfying his patriotism by the belief 

that so Jong as he stayed in essential industries he was rendering “his 
country “full service. . This’ man overlooks: the fact’ that -every. change 
means .a loss,-at least temporarily, in his effectiveness.” America.can afford 
rio losses in time of war. Stick to your job! 

The question of individual opportunity is not the one before-us.at present: 
Our first duty is:to our country and the boys who are sacrificing ‘their-lives 
for-us.- They have no consideration of opportunity.

A third element, very large, but.un- 
known as to its precise extent, has 
been the transfer of labor power from 


the inducement of higher wages. How 
relatively small, in actual effect, has

by Soldiers and Civilians in France. 


American soldiers are. cordially re- 
ceived by soldiers and civilians’ in 
France, says George M. Adams, one 
of the Southern Pacific boys at the 
front. In a letter to C. E. Cadwin in 
the office of O. F. Griffin, auditor of 
passenger accounts, he says: 

“Dear Cad—I would like to tell you 
about the trip across the ocean,. as 
it would be very interesting, but’ it 
would not be allowed. While taking 
a tub bath the submarine alarm was 
given, and, believe me, I did not lose 
any time in getting up to the deck. 
"The town we are located in reminds 
me of Mili Valley in Marin County. 
There is only one drawback and that 
is the drinking water and. sanitary 
conditions, 

“We carry on conversation with the 
natives by means of dictionaries, and 
last Sunday some fellows and myself 
took 2 bunch-of girls to a picnic. We 
had music and kissing games, and 
they enjoyed it immensely, especially 
the latter. The American soldier is 
the whole attraction over here since 
the victories of the last two weeks. 
“Passed large numbers of German 
prisoners on our way from the coast. 
They have quite a few in this town, 
where they are used to work on the 
streets. The people never speak to or 
molest them, They have no guards, 
as you could not drive them away. 

“T also passed the asylum where the 
little tots are kept who got separated 
from their parents when the ‘Germans 
first invaded Northern France. Large 
numbers of them ‘are playing in’an 
adjoining ‘field.

The Los Angeles “Division recently 
held a fuel -oil-meeting :where® econom- 
ical locomotive “handling “was discussed. 
from the viewpoint of fuel conservation, 
Mr, C. N. - Cross, efficiency engineer, 
U.S. Fuel Administration, gave a very 
interesting talk -on’.the relation ‘of co- 
aperation to fuel economy, He‘was ‘fol- 
towed by Mr, :-W.L. Hack, who-exhibited 
a chart explaining ‘cylinder temperature, 
the booster valve and the proper method 
of Jubrication. . Mr..W. G. Eawse, trav- 
cling engineer of the Locomotive Super- 
heater Co., followed Mr. Hack, and his 
remarks are quoted below in full for the 
information and guidance of all engine- 
men handling the superheater ‘loco- 
motive:

LESS LOSS OF HEAT. 


“When highly superheated steam is 
admitted ito the -cylinders, some of the 
heat is given up, but not in proportion 
to that of saturated steam, on account of 
the poor heat conducting qualities of 
‘superheated steam. There are two rea- 
sons explaining this fact: The first ‘is 
that since it is a poorer conductor of 
heat it Joses less of the energy by the 
transfer of its heat to the cylinder walls. 
Second, because of its higher initial tem- 
peratures no cnergy is lost by. cylinder 
condensation. 

“Saturated steam has the same tem- 
perature and pressure as the water from 
which it is evaporated and with which it 
is in contact within the boiler. 

“When heat is added to saturated it 
become superheated and increases in 
volume in proportion to the increase in 
temperature; when 200 degrees of super- 
heat is obtained the increase in volume 
is 32 per cent or in other words there is 
practically one-third more steam with 
200 degrees of superheat per pound of 
water evaporated. 

HEAT INCREASES VOLUME PER POUND, 


“The addition of heat to steam in- 
creases its volume per pound at any 
given pressure, This characteristic is 
exactly the reverse in action of sat- 
urated steam, as the temperatures and 
pressure are increased, the volume -per 
unit of weight is decreased; for ex- 
ample, .100 cubic feet of saturated steam 
at 150 -pounds pressure weighs 36.2 
pounds, 100 cubic feet of steam 200 
pounds pressure weighs 46.8- pounds, 
Superheated steam having a pressure of 
200 pounds with 260 degrees of super- 
heat, 100 cubic feet weighs 33.8 pounds. 
These:data may not be understood by all 
who-are operating superheated locomo- 
times, but an-understanding to some de- 
gree can-be applied to more ideal -loco- 
motive operation which in turn will be 
responsible for . more . economical . fuel 
consumption.

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Remove Protruding Nails in Lining of 
Box Cars and Safeguard Contents, 


Superintendent W. H. Whalen 
the Los Angeles Division is directing 
the attention of agents in his terri- 
tory. to the damage that is ‘likely to 
le caused to conunodities in transit 
by protruding nails in box cars. He 
says: 

“When unloading sugar or other 
sacked commodities, the bags on the! 
floor should be lifted up rather than 
dragged along on the car floor, so 
that in the event there are protruding 
nails the sacks will not become torn; 
also when nails are discovered they 
mist be driven in or drawn out 
{preferably the latter) at the time,

Report of Director General of Rai roads to 
ae - Details Results of First. Seve 


In a‘recent-report to President Wil- 
-30n, Director General McAdoo tells of 
the work of the United States Railroad 
Administration during the first seven 
months of its existence. An abstract 
of the report follows: 

The American transportation ‘sys- 
tem ds brietly described as including:a 
steam railway mileage (all ‘tracks)--of 
397,0}4 owned or controlled ‘by 2,903 
companies, employing . 1,700,814 ‘per- 
sons. Their property also comprised 
various boat and steamship fines. Of 
the 2,905 railway companies, 185 oper- 
ated major systems, each of which had 
an annual operating revenue of $1,000,- 
000 or more, 221 were switching or. ter- 
minal companies, 1,434 were plant 
facilities roads constructed primarily 
to serve some particular factory or in- 
dustry, and 765 of what have come to 
be described as “short-line railways.” 
It. is explained that many of the 
smaller properties included in this de- 
scription. of _ transportation - facilities 
which came under -Mr..McAdoo’s con- 
trol January. 1, 1918, have since been 
relinquished as not essential to the 
purposes that the President's: procla- 
mation and.‘the enabling legislation 
have in view, but that it ig the de- 
clared: policy of ‘the railroad admin- 
istration to-deal equitably with the re- 
linquished properties in-so far.as it may 
have any relation to them. . 

ADMINISTRATION POLICY. 

The: report. concludes with -a -refer- 
ence to Mr.-McAdoo's-declaration-of 
policy Jast June in which he announced 
that-he hoped “to humanize the -rail- 
roads and negative the idea :that:cor- 
porations ‘had no sowls.”.. The -pur-

Railroad Administration, outlined the measures that are being taken to ae of subsclpnons made by rail: 
increase safety work on all Federal controlled lines. Toad employees: 
While safety work has been brought to a high standard on some ‘lines, 
there has been a lack of uniformity which the Administration desires to 
replace with a common method of dealing with safety problems. 


In line with such -a policy the Southern Pacific’s Safety Department: has 
been reorganized and every employee is urged to give even more attention 
than ever to this important work. 


Summarizing what is expected of the roads, Mr. Belnap said: 

“(1) That-all officers in executive positions shall give safety work their 
active co-operation; that they shall regard it as of the same. importance as 
other branches of railroad work, and that:they shall take an intensive interest 
in it and-do everything they consistently can to make it successful. 

“(2) That the fundamental principles of safety shall be wisely and ener- 
getically instilled in the minds of the men who do the actual work of oper- 
ating the-railroads; and they alt shall become imbued with the importance: of 
safety, knowing that since it is they who get killed or injured, all employees 

: gust take an-active interest in the work and understand from instruction and 
practices that proper observance of the requirements of safety is.a: work.-of 
the men, by the men, and for the men. fg 

(3) That the proper officers of railroads shall give attention to all reason- 
able and practical suggestions and recommendations made; in order that 
unsafe conditions and unsafe practices may be promptly eradicated. <In-éach 
instance proper acknowledgment of suggestions and recommendations ‘shall 
be-made to the end that those making them:may -be apprised’ as to .their: 
disposition, and of the fact that due consideration was given to such -sug- 
gestions or recommendations, E : 

“(4) That officers and employees shall co-operate to the maximum and that 
proper ¢ffort-shall be made to. get all.to realize that in safety committee 
meetings officers and employees mect on a common.tevel,-ail:being members 
of the committee, and each having an important duty to.perform in-the“pre- 
yention of advoidable accidents. oor

Every minute 
that passes by. the watch as it ticks 
in my pocket and ‘in yours is actually 
measured in American ‘blood and 
treasure. It is the: price we -pay as 
long.as this war lasts.

The money is 
of ‘small consequence. What nobler 
use can we make of our:money than 
to make it serve humanity?

In no line of activity is there greater. 
accumulation ‘of scrap of this -char- 
acter than in the operation of ‘rail- 
roads. These are, roughly’ speaking, 
‘70,000 locomotives and 2,500,000 cars.

couplers, knuckles, etc. 

“Rough switching of cars, princi- 
pally at night. 

“As an-aid to their prevention, if 
not to their climination, we can here 
again use to the greatest advantage 
the word ‘co-dperation, which Web- 
ster defines as ‘to operate together or 
jointly for a common object or a com~ 
mon end’ Therefore, let me bespeak

Richmond _.is: probably -the «only, 
station in ‘California that ‘can “boast 
of a.classin railroad accounting, 
The idea -that it would be of some 
benefit to the women there originated - 
with Mrs. L. A. Catobus, assistant 
cashier, and Miss M, Jenkins, ‘clerk 
in the local freight office... The rest 
of the womca-and entire. office force 
gladly gave their support. 

The idea then - became.-a-.reality 
when C. C. Moulthrop, chief -clerk, 
volunteered to take charge of the 
class,. which was organized’ April -4,. 
1919, and has convened regularly once 
a week after hours with a good -at-. 
tendance. 

Since that ‘time considerable prog- 
ress has been made in station account- 
ing, the class having studied -the 
correct preparation and accounting 
for bills of lading and waybiils, also 
the compilation of abstracts, freight. 
bills and pro-books. . 

Bills of lading, with their many 
clauses, were studied quite extensively, 
being one of the fundamentals of rail-.

DISPATCHERS’ TELEPHONE IS 
BIG AID TO SERVICE. 


Lineman R.-D. Ralston, Stockton 
Division Safety Committee, writes 
The Bulletin as follows: 

“The Telegraph Department is, I 
believe, one’ of the most important 
‘branches of a railroad system. 

“Ha signal fails the train is lagged 
through ‘the block and the: conductor 
reports the failure as “soon as he 
reaches the next telephone of open 
télegraph office. If there is ai engine 
failure or for any reason the train is 
unable tobe -moved, help or necessary 
parts are soon teceived, which would 
be impossible if it were not for the 
system of communication established 
and maintained by the Telégraph De~ 
partment.

To Negotiate Only With’ Authorized 
Officers. 


In response to a request from for- 
mer Senator J. Hamilton Lewis, of 
IHinois, that he deal directly with 
local representatives of striking shop- 
men, Director General Hines sent this 
message to Mr. Lewis, under date of 
August 13th: 

“Your telegram August ninth. . I 
deeply appreciate your interest, but I 
cannot consistently comply with the 
suggestion to deal directly with the 
local representatives. The Railroad 
Administration cannot deai with these 
problems except through the duly 
chosen international officers of the 
regularly ‘constituted: organizations 
and their authorized committee. The 
Railroad Administration: has ‘pursued 
a consistent policy in this respect and 
has dealt with these duly chosen rep- 
resentatives from the -beginning. of 
Federal control, The strikes which 
have taken place have ‘not ‘been au- 
thorized according to the laws of the 
shopmen's organizations ‘with’ which 
at all times the Railroad Administra- 
tion has dealt and these ‘strikes have 
had the effect of repudiating the es- 
tablished ‘organizations and of bring- 
ing the consideration of ‘the matter to 
a standstill, The President himself 
has fully adopted the policy above ex- 
plained and I am convinced that it is 
the only policy which can-be success- 
fully pursued with justice to the em- 
ployees and to the Government alike.” 


Director General Writes to the Presi- 
dent. 

On July 30, 1919, Walker D. Hines, 
Director General of -Raiiroads, wrote 
to President Wilson,.as follows: 

“Several months ago. the .railroad 
shop employees asked for an increase

Phis rule is violated frequentl, 
to diffcrent circumstances arenas 
and do, arise, and while I may say it 
is not intentionally disregarded, the 
fact remains it is quite often flagrantly 
violated by both switthing crews and 
the carmen. 

“In my experience as a -carman 1 
do not believe I have ever considered 
myself too busy, or on too short time, 
to protect myself and those working 
with me while working around and 
under cars by strict observance of 
Rule 26—the biue flag. 

“Every few days we ‘have’ com- 

plaints from our. car forces that their 
blue flag has been covered by -cars 
having. been placed alead of the car 
on which their blue flag had .been 
placed, and there .have been times 
when cars on which :there, was a-bluc 
flag have been actually struck by other 
cars, the men at work under the cars 
not having been notified of their 
danger. 
' “{.do mot mean to say that this was 
done intentionally by the men who 
shoved the cars in on the car carrying 
the blue flag, but.as we are all aware 
our employees take too great a chance 
at times ‘by allowing a cut of cars to 
roll in on a blue flag, expecting them 
to stop or be stopped by the rider 
before the blue flag is reached. 

“Rule 26 states explicitly that cars 
must not be placed on the same track 
as.a car on which there is a blue flag 
$0 as to obstruct the view of the blue 
signal without first’ notifying the 
workmen, who are being protected by 
the blue flag. 

“In yards where several engines are 
working with different crews, one man 
js liable to set a few cars in ahead of 
a blue fag with a long intervening 
space between the blue flag and the 
cut set’ in, and while at that time he 
has not endangered the safety of the 
men working under protection of this 
flag, possibly another man will ride a 
cut of cars in on the few cars set in, 
reduce the intervening space and thus 
cover the blue flag, leaving the men 
at. work under the cars practically 
unprotected.

STOP BEFORE CROSSING, © 


Alarmed over the number ‘of grade 
crossing accidents, the Legislature of, 
the State of Illinois at its last seésion 
passed a law requiring automobiles 
and other self-propelled vehicles “to 
come to a stap before crossing rail- 
road tracks where a “stop” sign is dis- 
played. The law reads as follows: 

“Upon approaching any highway.» 
crossing a railroad at grade, the ‘per- 
son controlling the movement of ay 
self-propelled vehicle shall reduce the 
spt of such a vehicle to a rate “of 
speed not to exceed ten miles an hour. 
‘At ali grade crossings at which ‘ston’ 
signs are placed, the person, con 
trolling the movement of any /self- 
propelling vchicle must come to a-full 
stop at such ‘stop’ signs before <pro+ 
ceeding over the railroad tracks. “Fail- 
ure to bring such vehicle te a full'stop 
at such a crossing pefore passing ‘over 
the track of the sailroad, as \herein 
provided shall be deemed ‘a misde- 
meanor and the person guilty of such 
misdeaneanor shall be subject toa fine?"

While there is-considerable oppor- 
tunity for improvement in this respect, 
conditions are substantially .. more 
favorable than they were in 1917, when 
the -total number - of . unfilled. car 
Tequisitions on August 1 was 77,257, 
whereas on August 1,.1919, they num- 
bered only 19,271. The atimber of 
freight cars‘in service and not with- 
drawn for repairs on July 1, ‘1917, was 
1,983,000. On July 1, 1919, the num- 
ber was 2,065,000, 

The Railroad Administration, how- 
ever, is not content to -point:to: the 
fact that. transportation’ service -is 
more favorable now than-it was two 
years age. On the contrary, -extraor- 
dinary efforts are being put forth to 
secure the greatest possible improve- 
ment. 

One of the most effective -measures 
to. provide sufficient. freight-carrying 
equipment is to have all cars loaded 
to capacity, and railroad officials are 
doing their best to educate both ship- 
pers and consignees to the desirability 
and, in fact, necessity. not to ship in 
minimum carloads. Another factor is 
expeditious unloading and prompt 
movement, 

With shipper, consignee and rail- 
roadman co-ordinating their efforts in 
this direction there should be sufficient 
equipment to handle satisfactorily the 
needs af the country, and this co- 
ordination is urgently desired. 


WAGES AND LIVING. 


In the final paragraphs of the sum- 
mary of his report to the President on 
the wage demands of the shopmen 
and his decision thereon, Director 
General. Hines on August 26 stated: 

“A permanent general increase in 
the level of railroad wages at the pres- 
ent time, so as to ptt them up to what 
appears to be the top notch ‘reached 
by the high cost of living, would 
arrest, if not defeat, the efforts which 
the Government is making to reduce 
the--cost of living and would be in- 
jurious to the railroad employees 
themselves. .Such a-permanent wage 
increase must necessarily be. met by 
a heavy increase’in freight rates. This 
would stimulate..an increase in the 
cost .of everything consumed by the 
public and would give. innumerable 
pretexts for .covering.. up additional 
unwarranted -increases “in, prices, and 
vould necessarily confuse all existing 
efforts-to control prices, because those 


» efforts “are based’ upon. existing con- 


ditions: with” reference to which «in- 
vestigations have been and:are being 
conducted, ‘ eehee Pairs 

“The most careful: investigation” 
to’the increase inthe .cost rerun 
makes. it-clear that the vearniigs “of 
many subdivisions and classes of rail- 
road employees have'already been®s 
advanced during Federal ‘controt’as 
to be ahead of the ‘highest. point -yet 
reached in -the general average’ in- 
crease “in: the cost ‘of ‘living ‘in ‘the ”” 
country. It is believed this «is true.

ecreased car miles, reports of ligh: 7 
loading, together with the high ai 
centage of ownership ..on -Central 
Western Region roads, all reflect. a 
very unsatisfactory performance which 
cannot be justified with: the present 
heavy demand for freight equipment, 
The necessity for the application of 


absolute corrective measures to ‘re- 


lieve the acute shortage of equipment 
which exists throughout the entire 
United States is apparent, and of suf- 
ficient importance to warrant personal 
handling on the part..of all trans- 
portation officials. 

Effective at once, agents should -be 
required to promptly render report to 
superintendent of transportation, giv- 
ing detailed explanation of all lightly 
joaded cars, report to include car num- 
ber, | waybill reference, date, 
modity, capacity of car, weight of 
load, per cent of. cubical capacity 
utilized, consignor, consignee and ad- 
vice as to what efforts were made to 
secure maximum foading, tagether 
with any additional advice as’ may be 
pertinent.

3. Loading points depend to a greater 
extent on inbound cars released to 
provide for outbound shipments. 

4, Company material in cars kept-to 
a minimum. 

5. Non-revenue or light capacity and 

undesirable cars are used to the fullest 
extent practicable for company ma- 
terial. 
6. If shippers do not load promptly 
and do not load cars to their cubical 
or physical carrying capacity (accord- 
ing to commodity) their supply should 
be curtaifed, and if the release is not 
prompt it should be reported to super~ 
intendent of transportation for regula- 
tion by embargo or such other re- 
strictive measures as will correct.

SUPERINTENDENT CAMPBELL 
ASKS FOR BETTER LOADING. 


Superintendent’"B. Av Campbell “of 
the Salt Lake Division has issued the 
following circular on the subject “of. 
car loadings eee 

Merchandise loading, although -still’: 
reflecting a considerable ‘loss: in’ cars, 
shows a decided improvement as‘com- 
pared with previous month, and this 
loading - should continue ‘to vreceive 
the best of attention inorder that:con- -” 
solidations and lengthened ~ run-outs 
may be effected «whenever possible -. : 
which will afford satisfactory service 
with a minimum number of cars.o%- 0" 


Special attention should ‘be-dirccted © ° 


to ‘the -double loading of sugar and 
milistuff whenever it is found impos- 
sible to secure capacity shipments of 
these commodities. ie 

Tt would ‘seem that ‘ore ‘and stone, , 
sand and gravel should, without -ex- 
ception, be ‘loaded to the axle capacity. 
permitted by MCB regulations and 
would ask that agents at stations 
where these commoditions ‘are ‘loaded 
be further enjoined to see that ‘cars - 
containing such material are loaded to 
their maximum capacity. 

Although figures would = indicate 
that smaller cars were available dur- 
ing the month of July, 1919, than dur- 
ing same month of previous year for 
the loading of green fruit in box 
shipments, the percentage of contents 
to capacity was also considerably. less 
and shippers of this commodity should 
be further urged to obtain best pos- 
sible loading for cars in this service. 

Trust rio efforts will be spared to 
secure heavier loading of miscellanc- 
ous commodities, filling out light 
loads with merchandise or other small 
lot shipments whenever possible. 

With respect to other commodities 
which algo reflect losses in cars as 
compared with previous year, it is 
noted that commodities such as wheat, 
dried fruit, corm and oats show fairly. 
good loading at points where large 
quantities are available for shipment, 
but it would appear that sufficient © 
efforts are not being made to consoli- 
date and double load smail lots from 
points where shipments are less fre~ 
quent. ’ 

The loading of catined goods should 
pe watched carefully to see that cars 
of this commodity are made to carry 
their maximum load, and it- would 
seem considerable improvement ..can 
be made in this loading. ee 

May I not hope you will all take 
active desirable interest in this matter.

_ In consequence of this self-sacrific- 
ing devotion to the cause hardly an 
industrial concern failed to-exceed the 
quota allotted to it, Few business 
houses did not reach the coveted 100 
per cent. Great rivalry: existed ‘he- 
tween the different kinds of industry 
represented as to which should obtaiy 
the most members. 

Tn San Francisco the Genetal Of 
fices of the Southern Pacific furnished 
2254 subscriptions. Similar good tec- 
ords obtained in Los Angeles and at 
many division headquarters where 
committees were formed to assist in 
the campaign. If iy safe to say that 
the Southern Pacific approached 100 
per cent in the Red Cross Roll Call. 

Nearly a year has rolled away since 
the industrial workers of Atierica 
rallied so galfantly around the Red 
Cross. And now the time is approach 
ing for them once more ta show their 
colors, The Red Crass needs $15,000,- 
000 to complete its war ‘obligations. 
Twenty miflion members must enlist 
under the banner of the Greatest 
Mother in the World to pour enough 
red blood into the chapters, so that 
the campaign for better Public Health, 
more efficient First Aid, Home Serv- 
ice and Disaster Relief can be success- 
fully waged. The Red Cross looks to 
Southern Pacific men and women once 
more with the hope and belief that 
they will again work for her in order 
that a healthier, happier America may 
be realized.

OF these, 225 accidents were reportable tothe Interstate Commerce Commission, 
compared with 261 for the month of August, 1918, a decrease in August, 1919, 
of 36, or 15.8 per cent. : Based on reports to the Interstate Commerce Commis~ 
sion, man hours-and locomotive miles following results are shown:

Cannot Shut Up Shop Every Day. 


Ifa railroad shop is shut up every 
time there is a momentary disagree- 
ment between the local management 
and the local employees, before there 
is any chance to investigate the mat- 
ter in an orderly manner, everybody 
might as well give up trying to run 
the railroads. 


On the other hand, ii, every time 
there is such a disagreement, the man- 
agement must do what the employees 
demand, that wilf also°be the end of 
railroad operation,” because every 
thoughtless act of this’ sort will stimu- 
late other thoughtless acts and: the 
situation will get worsé and worse 
and become impossible. 

Must Adhere to Proper Methods. 

-It is for these plain: common-sense 
reasons that labor organizations pro- 
vide a regular imethod of handling 
their grievances, and., no labor move- 
ment‘can, in my-opinion, ever succeed 
on-any-other basis.

“Dealing with the desitability of ‘the 
early passage of legislation’ prelimin- 
ary ‘to the release of Federal: controt 
of the railroads, so that definite knowl-~ 
edge rather than uncertainty may pre- 
vail, Director General Hines gave his 
views in a joint. letter. to Senator 
Cummins, chairman of the Senate 
Committee’ on Interstate Commerce, 
and Congressman Esch, chairman: of 
the House Committee on Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce, on October 7. 
Following are excerpts therefrom: 

“Pending the passage of railroad 
legislation uncertainty naturally e¢x+ 
ists. Such uncertainty makes it im- 
possible for the Government to plan 
or carry forward necessary additions 
and betterments and to acquire essen- 
tial new equipment. And such uncer- 
tainty likewise makes it impossible 
for the railroad companies to make 
such preparations, 

“In order to keep abreast of ‘the 
growth of business in this country it 
is indispengable that the railroads 
should continue to spend large sums 
in the acquisition of new equipment, 
the enlargement and unification of 
terminals and the construction of ad- 
ditional and the enlargement of exist- 
ing shops, enginehouses, turntables; 
etc, and in the carrying forward of 
normal programs for the. revision’ of 
grades, construction of additional 
main tracks, longer and more numer~ 
ous tracks, etc. 


“In the year or two prior to the be- 
ginning of Federal control this work 
was largely arrested by the difficulties 
of securing materials and labor and 
by the difficulty of securing new cap- 
ital. During the year 1918 this work 
was largely restricted to things w! ich 
could be promptly done and which 
would have a relation to winning the 
war, and also restricted by the scarcity 
of materials. The result was that com- 
prehensive programs for developing 
the railroads were largely interrupted. 
During the calendar year 1919 there 
has been unavoidably an almost com 
plete stoppage of all these matters 
because of the prospect of early tere 
mination of Federal control and the 
resulting indisposition on the part of 
Congress to make appropristions 
large enough to provide for extensive 
improvement programs to be carried 
on with Government funds under the 
direction of the Railroad Aduminis- 
tration. 

“Hence a vast amount of work now 
remains to be done which the inter- 
vention of the war has necessarily de- 
layed and accumulated, and the result,

37.9 tons per car, actual ‘load being 23.4 
tons per car or 61.8 per cent, a loss of 
1322 cars. It will be granted that 
there are a large number of com- 
modities that cannot be loaded to car 
tonnage capacity; on the other hand, 
there are a great many heavy com- 
modities that can and should be loaded 
to full car capacity..-Among them 
sugar was loaded to 102 per cent of 
car capacity in 1918, while in 1919 the 
loading fell to 88 per cent,:a loss of 
14 per cent; wheat, 1918, loaded to 
101 per cent, fell to 98 per cent in 1919, 
a loss of 3 per cent; rice, 1918, 107 per 
cent, 1919 97 per cent,-loss of 10 per 
cent; dried fruit, 1918.94 per cent, 
1919 84 per cent, loss of 10 per cent; 
corn likewise shows a loss of 10 per 
cent and beans 7 per cent. In these 
six items alone for the month of 
August, 1919, the loss amounted to 302 
cars. During this same: period the 
carrier loaded -company. material in 
4136 cars, utilizing 98 per cent of car 
capacity, as against 5096 cars during 
August, 1918, with an average loading 
of 96 per cent, showing an increase of 
2 per cent in the load :obtained, 

During the same period the average 
miles per day per car increased 13 per 
cent in 1919 over 1918, indicating that 
the carrier was leaving nothing un- 
done to relieve the car ‘shortage. 


The Railroad Administration has re- 
ceived numerous, complaints recently 
that refrigerator cars were being un- 
duly detained at destinations and that 
cars loaded with lumber held for re- 
consignment were also being unduly 
held. 

During the present emergency, in 
order to prevent undue detention of 
equipment, authority has been given 
to publish immediately for account of 
all carriers under Federal control ef- 
fective on seven days’ notice, the fol- 
lowing rules: 

1. On refrigerator’ cars: which are 
not unloaded at the expiration of five 
days after the-hour at which free time 
begins to run under the .demurrage 
rules, a storage charge of $10 per-car 
will be assessed for each day or frac- 
tional -part of a ‘day thereafter that 
such-car is held under ‘load:

‘If you 
don’t think so, ponder a moment over 
the fact that the Southern Pacific has 
to purchase every. year..25,000 new 
brooms. The last broom bill -of this 
sailroad amounted to’$15,000. To earn 
that-amount of revenue we have to 
haul one ton of freight the equivalent 
distance of ‘sixty: times around the 
earth. That puts the matter in a new 


Night. 


More power to the men who see 
that locomotives are operated econom- 
ically; that equipment is maintained 
without unnecessary expense; that the 
railroad’s huge investments are prop- 
erly administered; that freight and 
passenger revenues are kept at a 
proper scale; but don’t forget the 
thrifty individual who makes a broom 
fulfill its natural purpose and lifetime 
rather than consign it to premature 
demise. He may be penny wise but 
we need more of him. 


It is frequently helpful in this 
workaday world to learn the view~ 
point of our fellowmen. For instance, 
here is an extract from a letter writ- 
ten to the editor of the New York 
“Sun” by a farmer who gives the view- 
point of a tiller of the soil on a sub- 
ject of current interest: . 

“Yo the Editor of the ‘Sun’: Sir— 
Mr. Quackenbush’s ictter relative to 
returns on farm products states a 
typical case to any one familiar with 
the facts of food. production and its 
financial returns. Moreover, providing 
food: for a forty-two-hour man by 
working eighty-four hours oneself in- 
vitesspeculation on the righteous ad-

the possibilities of such’ an organiza- 
tion {afarmers’ national union) under 


the efficient leadership of a man of “Mr. 
Gompers’ caliber, and 1 know of no 
reason under our present conditions 
why such an organization could not or 
should not control the production .of 
food. If the distribution of food is’ on 
a certain basis surely its production 
should be the same. Unless it is on 
the same basis we have an injustice 
wrought by one class or another, and 
that is certainly abhorrent to Ameri- 
can ideals. Hf the consumer and ‘all 
concerned with the handling of ‘his 
food are to live by working forty-two 
hours a week, by what sophistry can 
the producer of that food be com- 
pelled to work eighty-four hours a 
week! 

_ “Considering just one phase of farm- 
ing, dairying, your average man would 
say offhand that a so-called ‘six-hour 
day, seven days a week, is imprac- 
ticable. It is not, and for the simple 
reason that the whole country knows 
it can’t exist on forty-two hours of 
work a week, Men in the trades don't 
strike for six-hour days for the sake 
of the six hours themselves. They 
strike to make their high wages pos- 
sible, either through decreased pro- 
duction and thus increased value of 
the product or else through double 
pay for overtime. They don’t give a 
picayune for the six hours; they are 
after the increase in wages that a six- 
hour basis will bring them. They 
want a six-hour basis—not a six-hour 
day. 

“To express it correctly then, if t 
is just for the six-hour basis to apply 
to the man who drinks the milk, it is 
also just for him who produces it. 
Therefore the Jabor return to a dairy~ 
man may be justly figured on a six:

old are turned in for exchange, and 
in all cases the one offered is inspected 
to make sure that it has outlived its 
usefulness. 

Under the old system of delivering 
company material by local freight it 
often happened that owing to incor- 
rect description shown on requisition 
the material shipped is other than 
what is actually required, and if not 
immediately returned was, in most 
cases, allowed to lie around and de- 
teriorate until such time as the store- 
keeper or some division officer hap- 
pened across it and ordered same 
shipped in. 

Under the supply train system the 
division storekeeper and supply car 
storekeeper come into direct contact 
with the users of material and are in 
position to and'do accomplish many 
substitutions, correct on the ground 
many errors that would occur if. ma- 
terial was shipped. This also -fre- 
quently avoids unnecessary purchases 
and eliminates an- enormous amount 
of correspondence and ‘return ship- 
ments. “ e :

the local next day and carried to the 
next station, and so on down the line, 
and the same way with the matter of 
picking up scrap, it is believed that 
three times as many cars would’ be 
necessary, or three times as many car 
days would perhaps be a better way 
to figure it. 

The supply train is quite frequently 
used for the transportation of com- 
pany fue] oil, thereby relieving other 
trains of this tonnage. 

Two of these trains operate out of 
the Sacramento General Store and two 
from’ Los Angeles Genera] Store: 
Some of the branches are only cov- 
ered every sixty.or ninety days, ‘as 
business does not warrant a thirty- 
day service, 

Alf scrap is accumulated along the” 
right of way and is picked ap monthly’ 
by supply train. If this train should 
not operate monthly there is a ques- 
tion as to whether the matter of scrap 
would be given the careful attention 
it now receives, , 

Superintendents usually accompany. 
the supply train with their division 
engineer, roadmaster, signal  super- 
visor, etc. This means’ a thorough 
monthly inspection of their division. 
Fire and watch inspectors also use 
this train. to cover’.their districts; 
which would otherwise’, necessarily’ 
have to be covered by a motor car.

At present in Great Britain certain 
organizations want the elimination of 
private capital and private control and 
the socialization .of all industries, to- 
gether with the use of the. surplus 
wealth for the common good; and 
some of our radicals are following 
afong the same road. It would not, 
of course, take long to ‘dissipate the 
surplus wealth, but whether it would 
be for the common good is another 
question, 


What is present-day labor? Cer- 
tainly not the paid-too!l or drudge of 
capital, but an aggregation in which 
most of us are a part-——those working 
with the head as well as those with 
the hand, and educated in the same 
schools and colleges with those who 
represent capital or management, 


With all the progress that has been 
made, labor finds itself dissatisfied, 
and our duty is to analyze its wants 
and have sympathy with its extending 
outlook and realize that it is to the 
advantage of the Nation that its new 
and better living standards should be 
preserved, provided labor is willing to 
work to sustain them. 

The time has come for labor and its 
responsible leaders, possessed of good 
sense, loyalty and-ability, to repudiate 
the disorderly and discontented in the 
ranks and free them from those bol- 
shevists outside its ranks who are de- 
grading labor. 

‘The real cure for present high prices 
is the elimination of profiteering, 
regular hard work, increased produc- 
tion, and expenditures - only for 
real necessities until cheaper goods, 
cheaper food and cheaper capital are 
available. Labor, management and 
capital must become co-partners to 
serve the public ably and conscien- 
tiously, or the public will distrust and

Heaviest Traffic in History. 
enormous volume of 
traffic, the freight traffic is larger now 
than it was at the same time last year, 
and it was larger then than in pre- 
ceding years, 50 we have a condition 
where we are unable to meet the de-~ 
mands for traffic. This has always 
been true in times of heavy volume of 
business. We have never known a 
busy year to go by when there was 
not a serious shortage of transporta- 
tion in the portion of the year when 
the traffic was heavier, but there are 
some special and obvious reasons for 
the difficulty which now confronts the 
railroads in handling all the business 
which is being offered, and that is the 
inadequacy of facilities and especially 
of freight cars, 


Increase of Facilities Retarded. 

A natural and very proper inquiry 
on the part of the public is, “If there is 
inadequacy of facilitics, why are not 
more facilities provided?” The reason 
is that in the year or two preceding 
Federal contro! the normal addition to 
cars and other transportation facilities 
were not met because prices were very 
high, labor was scarce and financing 
on the part of the railroad companics 
was unusually difficult. 

When Federal control began it 
therefore began with a railroad plant 
that was not as large as it ought to 
have been to handle the business, Dur- 
ing the first year there was a severe 
limitation as to the amount of material 
that could be taken from other war 
purposes to use for providing addi- 
tional railroad facilities. After the 
most careful study it was decided that 
the Railroad Administration could not 
hope to get material for more than a 
hundred thousand freight cars, and 
that was the number ordered, Even 
then we found it was so difficult to get 
material for these cars that very few 
of the cars could be constructed in 
1918, 

The limitations that existed prevent- 
ed -our ordering additional refrigera- 
tor cars or express cars,.or other types 
of.cars which it was desirable to have. 


it to meet its obligations already’ in- 


curred, postponed. the construction .of 


evea the hundred thousand cars that 
had been ordered, because they could 
not be paid for, and the equipment 
companies naturally had to slow down 
on their production, The railroad com. 
panties were unwilling to furnish 
money for new equipment because of 
uncertainty as to their own future, so 
the result has been that the Railroad 
Administration during 1919 has -not 
been in the position to provide any ad- 
ditional facilities except those which 
were needed, as an emergency meas- 
ure, unless the railroad companies 
were willing to furnish the money, and 
the result is that at the present time 
the Railroad Administration has been 
unable to order or obtain authority 
to order any cars in addition to: the 
hundred thousand that were ordered 
last year. So that the inadequacy -of 
facilities, which were inadequate be+ 
fore Federal control began and which 
have become increasingly inadequate 
since that time, principally accounts 
for the fact that the facilities now are 
not sufficient to handle all of the enor- 
mous business which is offering to the 
railroads of the country. And yet, 
even with that, we are handling more 
business than we did last year, and 
then we handled more than we ever 
did before, 

Necessity for Early Legislation. 

We are in a waiting and uncertain 
situation with reference to the provi- 
sion of transportation facilities, and 
it is a matter of very grave concern 
to the country. I have no reason to 
believe that the busincss will not be 
heavy again next year, when the rail- 
roads will be back under private con- 
trol and when they may find it difi- 
cult to pool their facilities and use 
them as fully as they can be and are 
used under a unified control. 

Now, if this period of uncertainty 
and waiting shall be protfonged for 
any considerable Iength of time, the 
result is going to be that there can 
be no timely planning for facilities to 
handle next year’s business. .

Broadly’ speaking, -my“judgm i

The impression, which has 
been disseminated to a considerable 
extent, that the railroads have been 
seriously under - maintained during 
Federal control, is altogether errone- 
ous, and the balance, one. way or the 
other, will not be a large figure, con- 
sidering the enormous amounts in- 
volved. 


Turning Back the Properties. 

We have another problem that is 
not a small one—effecting the transfer 
of these properties back to private 
control. 

It takes but a moment’s thought to 
see that it is a vastly more difficult 
problem than that of the Government 
taking over these properties. 

When these properties were taken 
over by the Government, there were 
all sorts of different practices on the 
different railroads, afl sorts of agree- 
ments between the different railroad 
companies, for joint use of particular 
facilities. It was perfectly casy for 
the Government to bring in all these 
things and continue to observe those 
different practices until it had the op- 
porturlity to establish a unified meth- 
od. 

But now, when the proposition is 
reversed and it is one of terminating 
the unified method and of putting back 
into play the old diversified methods, 
we have a far more difficult undertak- 
ing, and that is a thing which we must 
work out between now and the end of 
December, with the co-operation of 
the railroad companies. A thing which 
Tam particularly anxious to accom- 
plish is that this transfer back to pri- 
vate control, despite all the difficulties 
that will be involved in it, shall be 
made without disturbing the public 
service and without subjecting the 
traveler or the shipper to confusion 
or uncertainty as to how he shall con- 
duct his business when the railroad 
companies resume control, which con~ 
trol will not be unified and may not 
have the uniform practices which have 
prevailed during Government control. 
So that problem is one which calls for

However, the’ ef- 
fect of such wage rates will undoubt-* 
edly correct many extreme cases’ of 
trains being kept an abnormally long ° 
time upon the road, and to the extent 
that this condition can be so cor- 
rected the cost will be reduced.

In making comparison with Jast 
year it should be. noted that freight 
and passenger rates are on substan- 
tially the same basis in both years. 
The expenses in September, 1918, in- 
clude about $9,000,000 back pay appli- 
cabje to prior, months, but they do not, 
on the other hand, reflect the increases 
to agents, telegraphers, trackmen. 
élerks, enginemen and trainmen and 
the recent increase to shopmen re- 
ferred to above, granted subsequent to 
September, 1918, which are included 
in the September, 1919, expense.

It must be remembered that the 
comparison between the nine-month 
periods is substantially affected by the 
fact that the rate increases, approx- 
imately 25 per cent, which were in 
efiect this year, became effective for 
passenger and freight traffic respec- 
tively, the middle and latter part of 
June, 1918. 

With a tonnage handled somewhat 
fess than that handled in the same 
month of the preceding year there 
was, notwithstanding, an increase of 
almost 5 per cent in the loaded freight 
car miles, This emphasizes the in- 
creasing difficulty in securing the 
heavy car loading which was obtain- 
able during the war, and the result is 
that many more cars are being te- 
quired for the same amount ‘of traffic 
than were necessary during the war. 


Freight Car Distribution. 
During the five days jmmediately 
preceding November 1, when the

SECTION-FOREMEN HELP PRE: 
VENTION DRIVE, 90 


By A. P. BROWN 
{Superintendent's Office, Tucson Division) 

The Tucson Division finished .the 
National No-Accident Drive witha 
clear record. Interest ran high among: 
all employees in making a perfect 
score. At each entrance to Tucson: 
shop grounds was placed a-chart indi- 
cating the division’s standing ‘each 
day. These charts were iHuminated at 
night, and shopmen gathered before 
them day and night to note the prog- 
ress made and discuss the drive, 

The .roadmasters were confronted 
with an exceptionally hard task in this 
drive, as rail was being loaded by hand 
on their districts. C. M. Kipp, road: 
master of the Gita District, explains 
the method he followed to surround 
the laborers with safety: 

“Our record of 100 per cent.on the 
Gila District for this period was due 
in a large measure to the foremen, 
and I wish to use The Bulletin as a 
means of thanking them for their effi- 
cient efforts. 1 had a personal inter- 
view with cach foreman, explaining 
the necessity of a perfect score dur- 
ing the drive. The foremen assumed 
responsibility for their men. During 
the drive we loaded rail by hand, 
which is very dangerous work, ‘but 
finished with an excellent showing. 
Ninety-nine per cent of the Mexican 
laborers are indifferent to safety sug- 
gestions and to eliminate accidents it 
behooves the foremen to think and 
cwatch just ahead of hig men.” 


Roadmaster Starkey, at 
says: 

“The extra gangs for the greater 
part were laying ninety-pound rail, all 
of which was handled by hand. All 
foremen had been carefully picked and 
instructed as to the safe handling of 
men, and they in turn took great care 
in seeing that the gangs kept a clear 
record, The premises of all sections 
are kept clear of surplus material and 
rubbish and all tools are kept in good 
repair, or condemned as unsafe. When 
unsafe conditions are found to exist 
they are immediately brought tothe 
attention of the foreman for correc- 
tion, and if itis thought that the same 
condition might exist on other.sec- 
tions they are advised to investigate 
and correct at once, In this way 
Safety First is always before the fore- 
men and the men.” oe 

Trainmen, enginemen and station 
employees were kept posted by daily 
bulletins and personal wark among 
them by supervising officials. i

OREGON WARNS AUTOMOBILE 
DRIVERS OF DANGER. 


“Warning signs are merely notices 
of grade crossings. Your safety, and 
frequently that of your friends or your 
family, is dependent upon your vigi- 
lance, prudence and ability ‘to drive.” 

‘Thus does the Public Service Com- 
mission of Oregon urge the co-opera- 
tion of automobile drivers in reducing 
toa minimum grade crossing accidents 
in that State. One hundred thousand 
slips bearing this warning are now 
ready for distribution and will be 
placed in the hands of every automo- 
bile owner in the State through the 
co-operation of the automobile regis- 
tration department of the Secretary of 
State’s office. 

“The speed of trains is very decep- 
tive, consequently, with life the forfeit, 
do not race a train to a crossing—you 
may lose,” the warning continues. 


“The Public Service Commission of 
Oregon urgently requests that it be 
promptly notified of such physical 
conditions surrounding any particular 
crossing as tend to increase the 
hazard. 

“Observations of view, difficult ap- 
proaches, poor roadway construction, 
absence of warning signs, etc., should 
be brought to our attention. Describe 
and definitely locate the crossing— 
diagram if possible.” 

The reverse side of the slip contains 
iflustrations of the various types of 
warning signs and signal devices in 
use at grade crossings in Oregon with 
a déscription of each and an explana- 
tion of its significance, 

“Warning signs advise, common 
sense should protect,” the warning 
concludes.

“MOCATIONAL” TRAINING IN 
RAILROAD SHOPS.” 


“Regional Director Hale Holden :has ’ 

issued the following -circular:~. : 
“: A’ number of applications have been 
received from the répresentatives (of 
the Federal ‘Board for ‘Vocational 
Education to place ‘disabled’ soldiers 
and sailors -in ‘railroad shops for voca- 
tional training under the direction of 
the Federal Board as provided: by act 
of Congress. 

It was considered advisable to per- 
mit the shop employees to co-operate 
in this great work; therefore, the mat- 
ter was referred to their international 
officers,-and-they have submitted the 
following plan, under which they -de- 
sire to co-operate in the matter of 
providing vocational training for :dis- 
abled soldiers and sailors: 

1. Only. disabled men who are 
trained by the Federal Board “for 
Vocational Education are covered ‘by 
this arrangement, Z 

2, Each of these handicapped men 
will require’ special consideration “in 
the light of their particular’ circum- 
stances; every case will be taken-up 
separately by the representatives of 
the Federal Board with. the represen- 
tatives of the shop employees.and.the 
shop. management, “with .a view. ‘to 
reaching a complete understanding of 
its. circumstances and the establish- 
ment of thorough co-operation: in 
arranging the details of the training: 

3. As these men -will.require a 
-special.character of-training they will 
not. be considered as apprentices, ‘but 
will be admitted to shops for the -pur- 
pose of such special training as their 
injuries or circumstances ‘require, 
irrespective of the number of appren- 
tices in the shop or on the system. 

‘4, If for any reason ‘there is a fail- 
ure <to«reach: a satisfactory “under- 
standing locally concerning’ the -train- 
ing of .any ‘disabled. man,-as herein

TRAIN MAIL SHOULD NOT BE 
NEGLECTED. 


By F. J. W. 


Some time ago the writer was in an 
agent’s office when the baggageman 
brought in a bulky package of train 
mail, most of which consisted of 
tarifts, circulars, etc. from the general 
offices. The correspondence was first 
given attention, followed by the 
printed matter, but it could hardly be 
said that the latter received much 
consideration. A few circulars were 
laid aside for those to whem they 
were specifically addressed, such as 
baggagemen, ticket agents, etc., but 
the bulk of the enclosures went into 
one pile, which was placed on- the 
desk of a clerk who had it all filed 
out of sight in a short time. 

This station has a staff of eight men, 
and on this occasion I know that not 
even the cashier who did the way- 
bill revising had been given a chance 
to note changes in rates, etc., which 
would effect his work. 

Compare the foregoing with the 
method of another agent whom I 
know. It is a rule of this agent that 
each member of his staff shall ex- 
amine all the printed matter that 
comes into his office so that all 
changes.in rules, rates and regulations 
will be known to all. 

This method should be practiced at 
all stations where the size of the staff 
makes it practical to do so.

FREIGHT CAR RECORD VERY 
CREDITABLE, : 


Comment has been made front-time 
to time upon the fact that the aver- 
age miles per freight car per .day~. 
made by the railroads during the early: 
part of this year was relatively low; 
The Railroad Administration has ‘ex- 
plained that the low average-per car 
per day in the early part of the! year 
was due in part to the fact thatcthe / 
freight business was exceedingly ‘low 
and that many cars were on that ac« 
count entirely out of service for the 
time being, and yet these cars ont of 
service were figured with the divisor 
which is used to determine car miles 
per car per day and thus diminish the 
resulting average. The fact that this 
explanation was correct and also the 
fact that increased efficiency is being 
attained is shown by the figures for 
September, when the increased ‘busi- 
ness was reflected and when the aver- 
age miles per freight car per day made 
by the railroads exceeded the record 
of September, 1917, and has equaled 
the splendid record of September, 
1918, two months prior to the signing 
of the armistice, when business was 
unusually heavy and when the entire 
Nation was straining to win the war. 

The statistics compiled by the Divi- 
sion of Operation for the month of 
September, 1919, show the average 
miles per freight car per day for that 
month as compared with September 
of 1917 and 1918 to be as follows:: 
September, 1917 , 
September, 1918 pede 205. 
September, 1919 .. ewhes £059 

The method of making the fore- 
going computation is somewhat mis- 
leading as an indication of relative 
car performance, for the reason -that 
the divisor used to determine car miles 
per car day includes all cars entirely 
out of service for the time -béing. 
Subtracting the latter figure and -con- . 
fining the computation to the -cffici- 
ency of the cars in service the aver- 
age miles per freight car per day are 
as follows: 
September, 1917 .. 
September, 1918 
September, 1919 . 

In other words, the freight cars in 
service were operated a greater num- 
ber of miles per freight car per day in 
September, 1918, than in September, -. 
1917, and as great a number in Sep-

“The Railroad Admini i 

der authority from the Fuel Admini 
trator having on October 31st begun 
to make diversions in accordance with 
Pri rity List set up by the Fuel Ad- 
ministrator of bituminous coal which 
the railroads had in their possession, 
since that time has been supplying 
coal to the railroads, public utilities, 
retail dealers and the other consumers 
on the Fuel Administrator's Priority 
List. The strike order having been 
rescinded, the Railroad Administra- 
tion has now completed plans which 
will be made effective immediately for 
releasing coal held under authority of 
the Fuel Administrator just as rapidly 
as additional coal is produced. ‘here 
is some shortage of coal in the South- 
west, and these needs will be cared 
for at once, coal now being in move- 
ment to that region. 


“The object of diverting the coal in 
the possession of the railroads was to 
continue the operation of the railroads 
which were first on the Fuel Adminis- 
trator’s Priority List and at the same 
time to supply needed coal to other 
domestic consumers. The need for 
coal by consumers other than the rail- 
roads began to be felt on November 
6th, although before that time some 
coal had been released on a showing 
that it was needed. In the period from 
November Gth to November 9th, in- 
elusive, a total of 2,655,300 tons of 
bituminous coal or an average of 
663,575 tons per day was released by 
the railroads to consumers other than 
railroads while during the same period 
a total of 1,442,100 tons of bituminous 
coal was loaded or an average of 
360,525 tons per day, the coal released 
to domestic consumers other than 
railroads in that period being an ex- 
cess of 1,213,200 tons or an average 
excess of 303,050 tons per day above 
the amount of bituminous coal loaded 
in the same period.”
